DINNER OF THE OHIO SOCIETY. 


C elebration 
of tho 
o f th o O rganisation 
Ohio C om pear. 
N kw Y okk. F eb. 1.8—The Ohta society 
of New York will hold IU fifth annual 
dinner at Delmonlco’s Wednesday even­ 
ing In celebration of the organization of 
the Ohio company, which was formed at 
the Bunch of Ort 
Fob. SS, 1786. 
The 
menu card for the dinner Is 
unique. On the first page appears a re­ 
induction of the old sign which hung 


trapes tavern. Boston, 


over the door of the tavern just below 
the 
balcony, upon 
which 
appears: 
“ Bunch of Grapes Tavern.” Tho center 
of the sign is emblazoned with a bunch 
of golden grapes. The sign-board will 
be so arranged that It may be lifted, and 
under it this Inscription appears: 
“Ohio 
company, organized at the Bunch of 
Grapes Tavern, Boston, Jan. 85. 1786, 
and a couplet reads: 
“One of sour, two of sweet. 
Four of strong, and eight of weak.” 
These words are said to have orna­ 
mented the bar of the old hostelry. On 
the back of the menu Is a map of the 
State of Ohio, showing the first settle­ 
ment at Marietta on the Ohio river. 
Aside from being tho birth-place of the 
Buckeye State the tavern has an Inter­ 
esting history. 
It was within Its walls 
that Trinity church was organized, and 
the foundation of the first Grand Ma­ 
son lodge of America was also laid there. 
In front of IU doors the Boston massa­ 
cre took place and It was the home of 
Washington after the evacuation of Bos­ 
ton by the British. 
Lafayette was en­ 
tertained at the Bunch of Grapes by 
citizens of that commonwealth, and the 
battles of Ticonderoga and I Benning­ 
ton were celebrated within IU doors. 
Govs. Campbell of Ohio. Brackett of 
MassachusetU, and Mayor H art of Bos­ 
ton have been Invited to the dinner. 
Among others Who will speak are Chaun­ 
cey M. Depew, Gen. W. T. Sherman, 
Gov. Abbett of New Jersey, ex-Prest- 
dent Cleveland and Thomas A. Edison. 
On the walls of the dining-hall will ap­ 
pear the names of some of Ohio’s most 
renowned sons. 
Among the decorations 
will be the State flags from the capitol 
at Columbus, loaned for the occasion by 
Gov.

F a st W alk in g H orses fo r F arm ers. 
In purchasing or hiring a plow horah 
stake off a mile of road. 
Mount the 
horse and see how many minutes it 
will take him to walk a mile. 
A horse 
that will walk three miles an hour is 
worth at least three times as much as 
a horse that walks but two miles. The 
three-mile horse not only does as much 
work in two days as the two-mile 
horse does in three, but he enables the 
man behind the plow to do fifty per 
cent more work in a day than he can 
do behind the two-milo horse. 
And 
the man and horse consume with the 
slow team fifty per cent more rations 
in doing the same work than the fast 
walker does. 
In twelve months the 
man would do no more carting and 
plowing with the slow horse than he 
would do in eight months with the fast 
walker. 
Suppose a farmer hire a man and a 
two-mile horse to do an amount of 
plowing and carting that takes three 
months to perform, and pays $3 a 
month for a horse, $3 for his feed, and 
$18 for the man who boards himself;

W inter K illing. 
Trees are injure.1 in winter more 
than is geneially supposed. 
The in­ 
jury is overlooked from the fact that 
trees have a wonderful power of over­ 
coming this injury. 
The lambiuin, or 
layer of J oung cells between the wood 
aud bark, possesses the most vitality, 
and can longest withstand the effect of 
cold. 
The green outer tark may be­ 
come ruptured and disorganized; the 
older wood within may have its re­ 
maining vitality exhausted, leaving 
only a ‘ black heart;” the body of the 
tree may be rent by fissures in pro­ 
longed cold weather, but so long as the 
buds and a thin film of cambium retain 
their vitality, the tree will live, and, 
as spring approaches, the cambium, 
fed by the protected and well stored 
roots, begin to grow and form new 
wood and bark, while the displaced 
cells of tile older bark aga'n fill with 
sap and settle into their places. 
The 
dead wood is made useful for carrying 
sap. the gaps in the trunk close up, 
and no one but the observing horticul­ 
turist ever knows what a hai’d time 
the tree has had of it. 
It is only when 
the tree. or a considerable portion of 
it, dies, that attention is generally call­ 
ed to it, 
The killing back of unrip i 
twigs occurs in most trees nearly every 
winter, but the greatest danger in the 
coldest winters is from the killing of 
the body. 
This is the point farthest 
removed from the most vigorous cen­ 
ters of life, and contains the smallest 
amount of cambium in proportion to its 
mass. 
It is therefore the weakest 
point, and needs its additional thick 
ness of bark. 
But in orchard-culturo, 
in trying climates, this is not sufficient, 
and we often find, after severe win­ 
ters, that the body is dead while both 
top and roots are alive. 
For this rea­ 
son, low heads, and banking up with 
earth are recommended. 


Those Who find it orrficuTE to get to J 
sleep at night should try the experi­ 
ment of giving the body a brisk and 
thorough rubbing just before retiring, 
using the palms of the hands, or a 
moderately stiff towel, or flesh brush, 
while the effect in freeing the pores of 
the skin from deleterious matter would 
be beneficial to the general health. 
With babies, a gentle but thorough) 
rubbing of the whole body with the ‘ 
hands at night not only quiets the 
nerves and renders the little ones gen­ 
erally comfortable, but induces re­ 
freshing sleep. 
This is a fact with 
which many mothers are unfamiliar, 
but which, if followed, would add much 
to the comfort and being both of them­ 
selves and their children. 
Harsh oi 
long continued friction is to be avoided 
since this would irritate the skin and 
cause discomfort 
To assist in freeing 
the pordh of their impurities, a gentle 
pressure or kneading of tho surface of 
the body is beneficial tor those who 
are somewhat advanced la ysan.

B ro n c h itis A m ong Sheep. 
A disease among sheep in Van Buren 
county, Iowa, has been Investigated 
by Professor Stalker, the State Veteri­ 
narian, who pronounces it verminous 
bronchia9, caused, he says, by para­ 
sites in the bronchi and smaller air 
vessels. 
The parasites are minute and 
round worms. 
Each species of our 
domesticated animals has one or more 
species of these parasites. 
Once in­ 
troduced into the lungs they propa­ 
gate with great rapidity and often de­ 
stroy the life of the animal in a few 
days. 
Largo numbers of the eggs, or 
even the adult worms may be coughed 
up, and the resulting young brood or 
unhatched eggs retain their vitality 
for a very long time. 
The eggs have 
been artificially hatched after being 
kept for several years. 
The young 
worms will cling to vegetation, live in 
ponds of water or moist earth, while 
the eggs may be blown about as an 
impalpable dust. 
When any of these 
find their way to the lungs of a sus­ 
ceptible animal, a rapidly increasing 
colony is at once formed, and in this 
way the disease assumes the propor­ 
tion of an epizootic, 
The method of 
reproduction and the general effects 
are the same in the different domestic 
animals. 
' ‘Gaps” in chickens is due 
to a closely related parasite.

The old fashioned 
barn, 
broad thrashing floor in the 
stalls and granary on one side, and a 
hay mow on the other, is not a very 
high typo of rural architecture.

Yet nice as is such a 
shelter for horses, it is more heathful 
than some of the modern, elaborately- 
finished stables which lack plentiful 
ventilation. 
A horse cannot retain 
health and vigor in a hot, foul, unven­ 
tilated stable. 
Elegant fittings and in­ 
teriors “handsomely finished in the 
natural wood, ” do not make up for the 
want of pure air. 
It should be sup­ 
plied in such a manner aa to avoid db 
rect draft on the horse. 
A very good 
system consists of horizontal pipes per­ 
forated with fine holes, opening out­ 
side, and extending Just above the 
mangers, with vertical tubes from the 
ceiling to a ventilator in the roof.

A S ack in g Cow, 
In answer to a correspondent as to 
what to do for a cow having the habit 
of sucking herself, the Prairie Farmer 
says it has never found but one prac­ 
tical remedy where the habit wa9 a 
determined one. 
They must be so 
hampered to prevent the vice as to 
prevent any great usefulness to the 
owner, except, perhaps, in sucking a 
calf, the calf to run with the cow. One 
means to prevent the vice is to make a 
spiked muzzle, the spikes 4 to 6 inches 
long, but so arranged that the cow can 
graze. 
Another plan is to make a 
square yoke, extending from the horn? 
near tho shoulder, the front and rear 
pieces being held in place by strong 
rods. 
But this constantly worn pre­ 
vents the cow from thriving.

O RCHARD 
AND 
GARDEN. 


H o rtic u ltu ra l N otes. 
Ventilate the cellar. 
The apple crop of Michigan the past 
year is the largest for years and is es­ 
timated at 1,000, CO J barrels. 
The stalks from old asparagus beds 
should be >urned. and a good dressing 
of manure spread over the ground. 
Any good, rich garden soil is suitable 
for asparagus. Newly set plants should 
be highly covered during winter. 
While good mineral paint does verj 
well for covering cuts in pruning, 
liquid grafting wax doubtless more 
effectually excludes air, and is easily 
made by slowly melting together one 
pound of rosin and one ounce of beet 
tallow. 
When partly cooled off. add 
eight ounces of alcohol, bottle and cork 
to prevent evaporation. 
For a blaek-cap raspberry, J. Troop, 
of the Indiana Experiment Station, says 
Nemaha is “the berry for general cul­ 
tivation.” 
T. B. Berry and sevrral 
Others advocate the Rilborn, while Or­ 
chard claims that a new variety— the 
“Progress”— is as early as the earliest, 
as large and good as the largest and 
j best, and produces twice as much at 
the Souhegan. 
President McLought of Dakota Ex­ 
periment Station, says: 
Two thing* 
are greatly needed in Dakota—tree! 
and birds. 
These will work marvels. 
The trees will produce both climatic 
and entomological changes by modify­ 
ing the temperature, influencing the 
rainfall, and providing a shelter for 
birds. 
Tho birds will destroy insects 
and larva and thus reduce by a large 
per cent danger to crops. 
A remarkable tree is told of by n 
Jamesburg, N. J., paper: It stands 
in the rear of the telegraph station at 
upper Jamesburg, and produces three 
different varieties of apples and one 
kind of pears. 
The apples are red 
astrachan, fall pippin and Smith’s 
cider, indicating that the grafters had 
a practical turn and wore endeavor­ 
ing to get the greatest amount of good 
out of the tree, for one crop follows an­ 
other throughout tho summer. 
If one-half the energy expended in 
playing base ball in every village- and 
town in the Northwest, was expended 
in planting and caring for trees, set 
out uniformly and with judgment in 
selection of varieties, these villages 
would soon become the pride and pleas­ 
ure of every inhabitant 
Trees grow 
with such rapidity on the prairie that 
there are no excuse for unshaded 
streets in towns over five years old. 
A display of Russian apples was 
made at the DakotaState fair. of which 
the Dakota Farmer says: 
“This col­ 
lection excited general interest. Nearly 
everyone has read more or lo: s of the 
Russian-*, but few are aware thut the 
race includes such large, highly colored 
fruit as was shown. 
The trial orchard 
of the experiment station now continue* 
over IOO varieties of Russian apples, 
and they are rich in promise of hardi­ 
ness. 
Professor Budd did much for 
Dakota agriculture when he sent these 
excellent samples of the Russian apples 
to our State fain 


At present China has only threenews- 
papers. 
New South Wales and Qneqnsland 
have erected 887 milos of rabbit-proof 
fences. 
At Tucamche, in Guatemala, the boys 
in a school recently seized the school­ 
master and hanged him in tho school­ 
room.

According to an English Journalist the 
United Kingdom is considerably richer 
per head of tho population than any 
other country. Of the three wealthiest 
countries in the world tho United King­ 
dom has £270 per head; France, £190, 
and the United States £160. 
Raffaele Cattanco, in whom “Italy has 
lost an artist, author, and architect who 
promised to be one of the glories of the 
century in Italian art,” died recently In 
Venice at the age of 29. Tho tomb of 
Pius IX. In the Church of San Lorenzo 
outside the walls, at Rome, Is his most 
Important work. 
The rumor comes from the court at 
Potsdam that the Princess Maud, young­ 
est daughter of tho Prince of Wales, is 
shortly to be betrothed to Duke Ernst 
Gunther of Schleswig-Holstoin-Sonder- 
burg-Augustenburg.

Every requisite is at hand except the 
sash and a few boards for a box, and 
which any handy man can soon knock 
together. 
Let us see what such an ap­ 
pliance can do: F irst and foremost it 
can furnish a green salad of erose and 
mustard inside of a couple of weeks; 
a crop of radishes in thirty days; let­ 
tuce soon after. 
It will give a month’s 
lime by furnishing plants of cabbage, 
cauli flower, lettuce, 
tomatoes, egg­ 
plants. pepper* and cucumbcr-plants 
to set out when warm weather cornea 
It will furnish the flower-garden with 
a whole host of plants, both from seeds 
of annuals and cuttings from such 
house-plants as have been kept in the 
windows during the winter. 
Even if such things can be purchased, 
jt is rarely they are half as good as 
those grown in one’s own garden 
Freshness and crispness are the great 
charms with young and new vegetables. 
Those shipped from a distance seldom 
have this. 
If every farm, and every suburb in 
place that has land enough, grew all 
the fruits thoir climate would admit of. 
and their own families could use. it i - 
astonishing what a change there would 
be in the quantity consumed, mid—w 
must believe—in the hoalth and com­ 
fort of the country folk.

allow it to walk much; and when 
grown-up people help It to walk, they 
ought to stoop very considerably, and 
not put on any strain on its feeble lit­ 
tle body.
